ERSKINE COLLEGE—PLAN OF | 
ENDOWMENT. 


Whereas a number of Colleges in the coun- 
try are adopting the plan of Endowment ty 
Scholarships ; and whereas, it is important 
that Erskine College should be placed on an 
equal footing, in this respect, with other col- 
leges, and in circumstances to afford an 
education, not only as thorough, but also as 
cheap as any other Institution in the land ; 


therefore, 


Resolved, ‘That the following plan of En-4 
dowment be adopted by the Board of Trus- 
tees for Erskine College, viz: 

An Endowment Fund ofa Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars shall be created by the sale of 
Scholarships ; which: Scholarships shall be 
offered on the following terms and condi- 
tiond® a 

1. The payment of forty dollars ($40) 
shall endow a single scholarship, which shall 
entitle the subscriber to the tuition of one 
student during the term of six years. 

2. The payment of sixty: dollars ($60) 
shal] endow a Scholarship which shall entitle 
the subscriber to the tuition of one or more 
of his own sons, or of any students he may 
select, amounting in the aggregate to twelve 
years. 

3. Any person paying or securing to the 
Trustees of said College the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) shall be entitled to the 
education, free of tuition expenses, of one 
son or nominee for the term of twenty-five 
years, or of two or more pupils at the same 
time, amounting in the aggregate to twenty- 
five years. 

4. No sales of limited scholarships shall 
be binding either'on the purchaser, or on 
the Board of Trustees, until scholarships 
amounting to fifty thousand dollars are sold, 

(notice whereof shall be given in the public 
prints,) after which time all contracts: for 
scholarships, made previous to that date, 
shall be binding on the parties concerned, 
shall become due, and bear interest. On 
the payment of scholarship, subscribers or 
purchasers of the same shall be furnished 
with a certificate, signed by the President 
and Secretary of the Board of Trustees of 
the said Erskine College, guaranteeing to the 
said subscribers the privileges enumerated 
by the resolutions of the Board, according to 
their respective subscriptions, 

5. All sales of scholarships which shall be 
made after the fifty thousand dollars specix 
fied in seetion fourth is obtained, shall be 
for cash. 

6. The purchaser of alimited scholarship 
may enjoy the advantages of the same at 
such time, and at such intervals, as may suit 
his convenience. 

4. Any individual, association of individu- 
als, or congregation, who sliall pay or se- 
cure to the Trustees of Erskine College, the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($5QQ,) shall be 
entitled to a perpetual scholarship, to which 
the party or parties may appoint any pupil 
he orthey may think proper. 

8. The fund arising from the sale of schol- 
arships shall be invested in bonds or stocks 
of the State, or of the United States, the 
Banks of the State of South Carolina, or 
well secured individual bonds, and the in- 
terest or income only arising from such in- 
vestment shall be appropriated to increase 
the’ advantages of Education in said College. 

9. All scholarships created by these pro- 
ceedings, both limited and perpetual, may 
be transferred by bargain or sale, or assigned 
or devised by Will ; and in the case of in- 
testacy, they shall shies to the administrators 
as other property. 

10. Unless the sum of fifty ihéedand dol- 
lars (850,000) be raised by the Ist of Angust, | 
1856, the above scheme of Endowment shall 
be abandoned. — 

1]. All students sent to said. college on 


any of these scholarships shall be subject 
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to the reguhations and discipline of the In- 
stitution. 

12, Subscriptions to the perpetual scholar- 
ships shall in all cases be binding ; but the 
subscribers will not be required ‘to’ make 
payment until one year after the date of their 
subscriptions : and whenever the mouey is 
paid, they shall receive Certificates securing 
to them the benefit of their scholarship. 

Resolved, That the following form of Bond 
be adopted by the Board of Trustees to car- 
ry out the foregoing act establishing scholar- 
ships in Erskine College : * 

SCHOLARSHIP BOND. 

Whereas the Board of Trustees of Erskine 
College, Abbeville Disgrict, S. C. in order to 
raise the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars, and 
upwards, for the purpose of education, did 
ov the 8th day to April, A. D. 1853, pass 
certain resolutions to the effect that. the ‘sub- 
scription and payment of certain sums should 
entitle the person or persons so subscribing, 
to the privilege of so many years’ Scholar- 

ship in the said Erskine College, as by said 
‘Resolutions will more fully and particularly 
appeakuaw” 

Now, know all men, that we, the : 
bers, in order to entitle ourselves © said 
privilege, and in order to“¢ontribute towards 
raising said sum, do hereby acknowledge 
ourselves held and firmly bound unto John 
I. Ellis, the Treasurer of said Board, his 
executors, administrators or assigns, in the 
sums of money annexed to ovr names, to 
be paid to the said treasurer, his successor in 
the office of treasurer, or asigns, for which 
payment, well and truly to be made, we 
severally bind ourselves, our executors and 
administrators, firmly by these presents. 

The condition of the above is, that, if said 
sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars be raised on 
or before the first day of August, 1855, then 
the sums subscribed by us below, are to be

Tue KNICKERBOCKER alludes to one of’ 


the members of the new Congress in the fol- 
lowing terms :— 

* Among those who will enter the House for 
the first time at the next term of our Nation- 


al Congress, will be Hon. Michael Walsh, of 


this city. Some idea of his impressive man- 


ner may be gathered from the following pas- 
sage, taken from av impromptu speech de- 
livered some ten years ago at Tammany 
Hall. . It is an illustration of the speaker’s 
argument for down-trodden man, who lacks 
not the merit but the opportunity to rise: 
“When a man is placed in a false posi- 
tion the very traits of his character that 
would be virtuous in a true one, are looked 
upon as faults, or denounced as vices by those 
who attempt to form an estimate of his ehar- 
acter, without possessing instruments to take 
the altitude ofhis mind. When the temple 
of Minerva was finished, at Athens, two ri- 
val sculptors of that city were employed to 
decorate its summit with a statue of the god- 
dess.. Each laboured in secret, and followed 
the conceptions of his own nind, with a view 
to the production of a master-piece of art. 
On the day that the merits of the statues 
were to be decided upon, and the hour for 
so doing had arrived, a few of the self-con- 
stituted judges gathered in front, while 
thousands remained behind, who conld see 
nothing. Those in front passed judgment 
upon the production like the leaders of our 
party, and the thousands who could see 
notbing hurrahed and responded to the deei- 
sion. One statue was of the size of life-— 
finely sculptured and of most exquisite work- 
manship ; the features beautifuliy chiselled, 
until life seemed starting from the marble, 
The other was of colossal size, with buge 
and apparently unshapely limbs, and feat. 
ures that looked to the immediate observer 
more like unmeaning protuberances that 
anything else. When the judges gave a 
decision in favour of the small bat beautiful 
statue, it was gradually raised “amid the 
shouts of the multitude, and became dimmer 
and fainter as it receded from theit ¥iew ; : 
and when it finally reached the pedestal, . it 
resembled nothing human’ or divine; but 
seemed to have dwindled to a. mere point. 
The applause gave way to murmurs and 
disapprobation, and it was then lowered, to 
make room for its rejected rival; which was 
very reluctantly hoisted ia itsstead. As it 
receded from the earth, its deformities les- 
sened, and gave way to an appearance of 
symmetry and beauty, which increased with its 
distance from the earth ; and when it’ final- 
ly reached the pinnacle from which the seulp- 
tor, from his knowledge of perspective and 
proportion, designed it should .be., viewed, 
then it'looked as if the divinity herself, so 
beautiful was its aspect, had’ descended to

receive the homage of her worshibpers. So 
is it with men. God Almighty moulded the 
characters of men according to the station 
which he intended they should ultimately 
fill; and when a man is placed by circum- 
stances in a position lower than that in which 


he was created to move, his virtues becortie |. 


vices in the eyes of those whose vision is too 
short to view him as a whole, and who 
therefore reject him as unfit for elevation.’ 

We know not how this may stfike others, 
but to our sense it is one of the most beat- 
tiful and truly classical similes we ever en~ 
countered, expressed in language of the ut~ 
most purity and simplicity. 


SHAKSPEARE’S GRAND EXCELé 
LENCE. 


In other words, Shakspeare was ‘Pe 
fically and transcendently a literary ; 
To say that he was the greatest man that. 
ever lived, is.to provoke a useless controver- 


‘sy and comparisons that lead.to nothing be~ 


tween Shakspeare and Charlemagne, Shaks- 
peare and Cromwell; to say that he was the. 
greatest :ntellect that ever lived, is to bring 
the shades of Aristotle and Plato, and Baton 
and Newton, and all your other systematic 
thinkers grumbling about us, with demands 
for a definition of intellect, which we are by 

eans in a position to give; nay, finally 
Sampath he is the greatest poet that the 
world h (a thing which we 
would certainly say, re en ea voked to 


fit) would be unnecessarily to hurt® 


ings of Homer and Sophocles, and Dante 
and Milton. What we will say, then, and 
what we will challenge the world to gainsay, 
is that he was the greatest expresser that ev- 
er lived. This is glory enough, and it leav- 
es the other question open. Other men may 
have led, on the whole, greater and more im- 
pressive lives than he ; other men, acting on 
their fellows through the, same medium of 
speech that he used, may have. expended a 
greater power of thought,*.and achieved a 
greater intellectual effect, in one ‘consistent 
direction ; other men, too (though this is 
very questionable,) may have contrived. t6 
issue the matter which they did address to 
the world, in more compact and perfect ar- | 
tistic shapes. Butno man that ever lived 
said such splendid extempore things on: all 
subjects universally; no man that ever lived 
had the faculty of pouring ouf on all occa- 
sions such @ flood of the richest and deepest 
language. He may have had ‘rivals in. the 
art of imagining situations; he had no rival 
in the power of sending a gush of the ap- 
propriate intellectual effusion over the im- 
age and body of a situation once conceived. 
F romsthe jewelled ring on an alderman’s 
finger to the most mountainous thought or 
deed of man or demon, nothing suggested 
itself that his speech could not develope and 
enfold with ease. That excessive fluency 
which astonished Ben Johnsou when he lis- 
tened to Shakspeare in person, astonishes the 
world yet, Abundance, ease, redundance, 
a plenitude of- word, sound, or imagery 
which, were the intellect at work only alit- 
tle less magnificent, would sometimes end in 
sheer braggardism and bombast, are the 
characteristics of Shakspeare’s style. Noth- 
ing is suppressed, nothing omitted, nothing 
cancelled. On and on the poesy flows, words, 
thoughts, and fancies crowding on him as 
fast ashe. can write, al] related. to. the mat- 
ter on hand, and all poured’ forth together, 
to rise and fall on the wayes.of an establish~ 
ed cadence. Such lightness and ease in the 
manner, and such prodigious wealth and 
depth in the matter, are.combined in no oth- 
er writer. [British Quarterly.

At the suggestion of several friends who are 
interested in the establishing’ of a Bank at this 
place, we publish the original charter of the 
Planters’ and Mechanics’ Bank of Charleston, 
upon which is predicated the Bank Bill pas- 
sed at the last session of the Logislature, char- 
tering, among others, a Bank at this place. 
This, in connection with the Bank Bill to be 
found in another column, will put our readers 
in possession of all the Legislative enactments 
upon the subject. 

It will be- seen by reference to the adver- 
tisement of the Comptroller General, that books 
of subscription to the Bank of Chester will be 
opened next Monday. The Commissioners, deem- 
ing it unnecessary to open the books for a 
longer time, have requested us to give notice 
that they will be kept open for two days only. 
to wit: Monday and Tuesday the 2nd and 

In -relation to the policy of establishing 
Bank at this place, the simple enumeration of 


in its favor. Inasmuch as banking has become 
the popular medium through which the com- 
mercial community carry on their operations, 
it follows that any increase of trade must be 
met by a corresponding increase of banking 
facilities. 

During the year ending the Ist of October, 
1852, 43,335 bales of cotton were transported 
to market over the Charlotte and So. Ca. Rail- 
road, of which number 23,000 bales (more than 
one half) were bought in Chester. The money 
used by our merchants in the purchase of this 
cotton, together with other produce, was ob- 
tained from the several bank agencies estab- 
lished here, and the amount thus employed pre- 
sented the round sum of $1,100,000, the profits 
upon all of which went into the Banks of 
Charleston, Columbia and Hamburg. 

From the lst of October, 1852,to the 1st of 
April, 1853, 38,000 bales have been transported 
on the Rail Road, of which upwards of 19,000 
balés found a market in Chester and have been 
forwarded from this point: and the money used 
during the same period amounts to over 
$1,000,000. | 

But the cotton trade is not the only branch 
of business that would be benefited by the es- 
tablisiment ofa Bank at this place. A vast 
increase in the general mercantile business of 
Chester, superinduced by the cotton trade, im- 
peratively calls for increased facilities and ad- 
ditional Banking accommodation. To afford 
these to our merchants, a Bank located in our 
midst, identified with our interests, seems to us 
to be the wisest policy. If we expect to retain 
the trade or augment its profits, we must have 
all those cheap facilities and necessary means 
for carrying it on, without which no place, 
whatever may be its other advantages, has at- 
tained any degree of commercial importance. 

Asan investment, there can be little doubt 
that the stock would prove to be profitable. A 
large portion of the surplus capital of the coun- 
try would not only be employed usefully, but 
at the same time realize to the holders a hand- 
some return in the shape of dividends. *

nor do we desire the Editor again to mistake 
our meaning by supposing that we ‘ question 
his veracity,” when the premises upon which 
he argues are asserted to be fallacious.

The Vice President. 

The sad intelligence of the death of our es- 
teemed Vice President reached us in time to 
permit but a shortand meagre notice ia our 
last issue. He left Mobile on the 16th instant, 
for his home in Dallas County, which he reach- 
edon Sunday the 17th, and where he breathed 


shis last in the afternoon of the fullowing day. 


Mr. Kixc was born in Samson County, North 
Carolina, in the fear 1786, and was conse- 
quently sixty-seven years of age at the time of 
his death. 

His political career began at as carly an age 
as is permitted by the limits of the Constitution, 
and has been uniformly active, anl well sus- 
tained. In the second contest with the mother 
country, Mr. Kine enlisted under the same 
banner with Cueves and Carnown, and by their 
side, in the counsels of the natiou, battled nobly 
and successfully in defence of the wounded 
honor of his country. : 

Shortly after the close of the war, he resign- 
ed his seat in the House, and spent some years 
in the Courts of Europe; and on his return in 
1819, was chosen one of tho first Senators by 
the Legislature of his adopted State. In this 
capacity he served his people continually for 
twenty-four years, and chiefly acquired the 
high and lasting reputation he enjoyed. In 
1844, he was charged, by President Ty er, 
with the Mission to France, where his skilful 
diplomacy did much to reconcile the European 
powers to the bold policy of our government, in 
regard to the annexation of Texas. Returning 
to his home, in 1848 he was again sent tothe 
Senate, of which he continued a member until 
the almost unanimous voice of the people called 
him to wear the robes, and bear the honors of 
the second station in the gift of a grateful 
nation. 

Although he did not possess the marked 
ability and splendid talents of many of his com- 
peers, yet the superior cast of his mind enabled 
him to fill, with distinction to himself, and 
honor to the country, the arduous and respon- 
sible trusts which were given him in charge. 
The peculiar favorite of Fortune, he attained the 
high and noble ends of his life, without having 
uttered a word which. “ dying, he would wish 
to blot’’ from the nation's record-book ; and to 
his countrymen he has bequeathed a legacy of 
rarest value, a character distinguished for iis 
unwavering integrity—as bright and untarnish- 
ed as the driven snow.

Charleston, Columbia and Hamburg. 
_ {From the Ist of October, 1852, to the 1st of 
April, 1853, 38,000: bales have been transported 
jen the Rail’Road, of which upwards of 19,000 
' ballés-found a market in Chester and have been 
forwarded from this point: and the money used 
daring the same. period amounts to over 
‘$1,000,000. 

But the cotton trade is nat the only branch 
of business that would be benefited by the es- 
tablisiment ofa Bank at this place. A vast 
increase in the general mercantile business of 
Chester, superinduced by the cotton trade, im- 
peratively calls for increased facilities and ad- 
ditional Banking accommodation. To- afford 
these to our merchants, a Bank located in our 
midst, identified with our interests, seems to us 
to be the-wisest policy. If we expect to retain 
the trade or augment its profits, we must have 
all those cheap facilities and necessary means 
for carrying it on, without which no place, 
whatever may be its other advantages, has at- 
tained any degree of conimercial importance. 

Asan investment, there can be little doubt 
that the steck would prove to be profitable. A

The Vice President. 


The sad int elligence of the death of our es- 
teemed Vice President reached us in time to 
permit but a short and meagre notice in our 
last issue. He left Mobile on the 16th instant, 
for his homein Dallas County, which he reach- 


Mr. Kino was born’in Samson County, North 
Carolina, in the Year 1786, and was conse- 
quently sixty-seven years of age at the time of 
his death. 

His political career began at as carly an age 
a8 is permitted by the limits of the Constitution, 
and has been uniformly actiye, an] well sus- 
tained. In the second contest with the mother 
country, Mr. Kine enlisted under the same 


f} banner’ with Cueves and Catnovn, and by their 


side, in the counsels of the natiou, battled nobly 
and successfully in defence of the wounded 
honor of his country. 

Shortly afterthe close of the war, he resign- 
ed his seat in the House, and spent some years 
in the Courts of Europe; and-on his return in 
1819, was chosen one of tho first Senators by 
the Legislature of his adopted State. In this 
capacity he served his people continually for 
twenty-four years, and chiefly “acquired the 
high and lasting* reputation he enjoyed. In 
1844, ho was charged, by President Ty.er, 
withthe Mission to France, where his skilful 
diplomacy did much to reconcile the European 
powers to the bold policy of our government, in 
‘regard to the annexation of Texas. Returning 
to his home, in 1848 he was again sent tothe 
Senate, of which he continued a member until 
the almost unanimous yoice of the people called 
him to wear the robes, and bear the honors of 
the second station in the eit of a grateful 
nation. 

Although he did not possess the marked 
ability and splendid talents of many of his com- 
peers, yet the superior cast of his mind enabled 
him to fill, with distinction to himself,..and 
honor to the country, the arduous and respon- 
sible trusts which were given him in charge. 
The peculiar favorite of Fortune, he attained the 
high and noble ends of his life, without having 
uttered a word which. “ dying, he would wish 
to blot’’ from the nation's record-book ; and to 
his countrymen he has bequeathed a: legacy of 
rarest value, a character distinguished for - iis 
unwavering integrity—as bright and untarnish- 
ed as the driven snow.
